The motion to 
table these a r 
tid e s was lost, 160 
to 165.

crats against tabling and three Demo

United States senator. 
A bill by Senator Thorpe seeks to 
amend A rticle 9 of the state constitu­ 
tion, bearing on the 
subjeet of taxa­ 
tion.

Probably the most far-reaching was 
a bill 
extending 
the 
fellow-servnnt 
liability act, now confined to the rail­ 
roads, to practically every occupation 
and industry in the'Mate. 
The 
hill was introduced 
by John 
Foil). St. Paul. 
It makes the employer 
liable for injuries suffered by an em­ 
ploye, whether through the negligence 
or carelessness of a fellow servant or 
not, and when an assumed risk Is of­ 
fered in contention, 
throws the bur­ 
den of proof upon the employer. Actual 
knowledge of such 
is necessary and 
the jury 
is made the final 
court of 
Jurisdiction. 
The presiding judge is 
forbidden 
from exercising his 
judg­ 
ment when such is contended and dis­ 
puted by the employe. 
Another labor bill w-as introduced by 
Mr. Sell) creating free employment bu­ 
reaus in all cit ie. of 50,000 population 
and over. 
They are to he under the 
jurisdiction of the state bureau of la­ 
ter and a superintendent is to be ap­ 
pointed for each at a salary not to ex­ 
ceed $1,200 a year. 
The sum of $5,000 
is set aside for the maintenance of the 
bureaus. 
The third labor bill was introduced 
by J. T. Mannix. Minneapolis. 
It pro­ 
hibits the assignment 
of future and 
unearned salaries. 
This act is direct­ 
ed at the extermination of the salary 
loan agents, and the socalled sharks 
who traffic in labor time checks. 


Discovery C reates a Sensation. 


According to a legislative authority, 
all laws enacted and made immediate­ 
ly operative by the present legislature, 
w ill lie rendered 
inoperative by the 
new' code and remain dead letters un­ 
til the revised laws go into effect Dec. 
I, 1905. 
This discovery, 
made Wednesday, 
created a profound sensation in both 
houses. 
M. D. Flower, St. Paul, introduced a 
running mate to his hill of Tuesday, 
which brings members-elect and reg­ 
ular members of the 
two legislative 
bodies under the criminal laws of the 
state when bribery 
is charged.

new Hill extends the operations of this 
same 
law to persons 
bribing or 
at­ 
tempting to bribe 
any member-elect 
or in any way trying to influence legis­ 
lation.

Senate Considers Some Bills Pending 
Jo in t Meeting. 
The senate held a brief session on 
Wed n esciay pending the joint session 
oi the two branches of the legislature 
for the final ai tion on the election of 
United States senator. 
A bill by Senator Thorpe seeks to 
amend Article 9 of the state constitu­ 
tion. hearing on the 
subject of taxa­ 
tion. 
The 
restrictive powers 
of the 
legislature on taxation are wholly re­ 
moved and the 
legislature is given 
complete jurisdiction. 
All taxes to be 
raised shall he levied 
and collected 
for public purposes only, and shall be 
as nearly equal as possible and uni­ 
form on the same class of subjects. 
Senator Kberhard introduced a bill 
designed to give greater protection to 
the public against banks that are not 
subject to the supervision of the pub­ 
lic examiner. 
Senator Witherstine sponsored a bill 
drafted in the interest of county agri­ 
cultural societies which hold fairs. 
It 
is proposed to increase the appropria­ 
tion to such societies to $28,000. Such 
societies must have a membership of 
at least twenty-five. 
Ah the recess appointments of Gov­ 
ernor Van Sant were confirmed save 
that of G. W. Knox, selected as a mem 
ber of the 
hoard of equalization, 
to 
which exception was taken by Senator 
Mauston. .The appointment was held 
up for the present. 
The appointments already announc­ 
ed by Governor Johnson, save that of 
John E. King, were confirmed by the 
senate. 
The bill providing for the purchase 
of 1,500 additional copies of the re­ 
vised statutes passed.

Probably the m ost far-reaching w a s 
a bill 
extending 
th e 
fellow -servant 
liability act, now confined to the rail­ 
roads, to practically every occup ation 
and industry in th e fitate. 
T h e 
hill w a s introduced 
by John 
Felh. St. Paul. 
It m akes the em p loyer 
liable for injuries suffered by an e m ­ 
ploye. whether through the n eg lig e n c e 
or carelessness of a fellow servant or 
not, and when an assum ed risk is o f­ 
fered in contention, 
throws the bur­ 
den of proof upon th e employer. A ctual 
k now ledge of su ch 
is necessary and 
th e jury 
is m a d e th e final 
court of 
Jurisdiction. 
T h e presiding jud ge is 
forbidden 
from exercisin g his 
ju d g ­ 
m en t when such is contended and d is­ 
puted by the em p lo y e. 
Another labor bill was introduced by 
Mr. Selh creating free em ployment bu­ 
reaus in all citie. of 50,000 population 
and over. 
T h ey are to be under the 
jurisdiction of th e sta te bureau of la- 
for and a su perintendent 
is to b e ap ­ 
pointed for each at a salary not to e x ­ 
ceed $1,200 a year. 
The sum of $5,000 
is set aside for th e m aintenance of th e 
bu reaus. 
T he third labor bill was introduced 
b y J. T. Mannix. Minneapolis. 
It pro­ 
hibits the a ssig n m en t 
of future and 
unearned salaries.

ed at the exterm ination of the salary 
loan agents, and th e so called sh a rk s 
w h o traffic in labor tim e checks.

T he senate held a brief session on 
W ed n esday p en din g the joint se ssio n 
ol th** two b ran ch es of the leg isla tu re 
for the final action on the electio n of 
U nited States senator. 
A bill by S en a to r Thorpe s e e k s to 
am end Article 9 of the state c o n stitu ­ 
tion. hearing on th e 
subject of ta x a ­ 
tion. 
The 
restrictiv e powers 
of the 
legislature on taxation are w holly re­ 
m oved and th e 
legislature is g iv en 
com plete jurisdiction. 
All taxes to be 
raised shall be levied 
and co llected 
for public purposes only, and sh all be 
a s nearly equal as possible and u n i­ 
form on the sa m e cla ss of su bjects. 
Senator Eberhard introduced a Dill 
designed to g iv e greater protection to 
th e public a g a in st banks that are not 
subject to the supervision of the pub­ 
lic examiner. 
Senator W ith erstin e sponsored a Dill 
drafted in the interest of county a g ri­ 
cultural so cieties which hold fairs. 
It 
is proposed to in crea se the appropria­ 
tion to such s o c ie tie s to $28,000. Such 
so cietie s m ust h a v e a m em bership of 
at least twenty-five. 
Ali the rece ss appointm ents of G ov­ 
ernor Van Sant w ere confirmed sa v e 
that of G. W. K nox, selected as a m em 
her of the 
hoard of equalization, 
to 
w hich exception w a s taken by S en a to r 
Mausten. .T he appointm ent w as held 
up for the present. 
T he appointm ents already a n n o u n c­ 
ed by Governor Johnson, save th a t of 
John E. King, w ere confirmed by the 
senate. 
T he bill providing for the p u rch ase 
o f 1.500 additional copies of th e re­ 
v ised statutes passed.

This was not told the offi 
cers here in time to notify the author 
ities at St. Cloud, but it was thought all 
the time by Sheriff Erickson and Chief 
Simmons that the woman had gone to 
St. Paul. 
It is presumed that she in 
stead went to St. Cloud and caught the 
coast train there.

Clcud from What She Told 


the Liveryman. 
Sheriff Ole P. Erickson returned this 
morning from St. Paul where he wont 
yesterday to see if ho could apprehend 
Mrs. Lena Cook, daughter of John 
Schilb, who, on Tuesday morning, went 
to the Lincoln school and decamped 
with the little nine year old girl who 
has made her home in this city with 
Mr. and Mrs. Schilb since she was six 
months old. 
There is not the slightest doubt but 
that the woman has mado good her es­ 
capo with the child and if she is appre­ 
hended at all she will have to be brought 
back from her home in Nevada. More 
of the facts rogarding the escapade have 
been learned since the woman left. At 
the National hotel on Tuesday morning 
she told a traveling man that sho was 
here from Nevada to get her child and 
that sho was afraid to go to her step 
mother’s home for she knew that sho 
would be killed if she attempted to 
take the child from there. So she de- 
cidod to hire a rig, go to the Lincoln 
school, get the child and drive to Crow 
Wing and take the train from there. 
She first went to the livery stable of 
A. Purdy, but sho was refused a rig 
there and she finally secured one at J. 
M. dray’s. 
The driver of the team which carried 
the woman to Crow Wing states that 
he inferred from what she said that she 
wras going from Crow Wing to St. Cloud. 
He said that she said something about 
St. Cloud. This was not told the offi­ 
cers here in time to notify the author 
ities at St. Cloud, but it was thought all 
the time by Sheriff Erickson and Chief 
Simmons that the woman had gone to 
St. Paul. It is presumed that she in 
stead went to St. Cloud and caught the 
coast train there. 
It is stated that the woman is the 
wife of a gambler by the name of Cook 
and that they live at Reno, Nev. 
The 
woman registered at the National as 
Mrs. J. J. Dugan. She was very well 
known in this city and was at once rec­ 
ognized by many, although she had not 
lived here for a long time. 
When she
